Receiver claims 19 and 20, the prior art fails to teach having a format including 
periodic blocks of constant length each occupied by either one long burst or a plurality of 
short bursts of equal length and wherein a length for each long burst occupying a block is 
constant, whereby the division of each block into either one long burst or a plurality of short 
bursts is determined flexibly, as cited in the claims.
